000 bo nd Issu e to finance a mu nici­ 
pal park ing lo t in do wnto wn Ro ck 
Island. 
Await Outco me 
Decatu r and so me o ther do wn­ 
state cities hav e been ho lding u p 
their o ff street park ing plans pend­ 
ing o u tco me o f the case. 
The 
Ro ck I s l a n d 
o rdinance 
pledg ed inco me fro m park ing m e­ 
ters to pay o ff the bo nds. It also 
permitted the city to pro v ide free 
o ffstreet park ing facilities no t to 
ex ceed IO per cent o f all o ffstreet 
park ing lo ts in the city . 
The Cherry s o wn pro perty so ught 
by the city fo r o ne o f the lo ts. 
They co ntend that a sectio n o f 
the o rdinance requiring the city to 
maintain parking meters was 
in­ 
v alid becau se it tied u p inco me 
fro m the m eters u ntil all parking 
lo t bo nds wet# paid. 


The o rdinance was ado pted u n­ 
der a state law’ k no wn as the P ark ­ 
ing Act fo r Cities. The Su preme 
Co u rt said it prev io u sly u pheld the 
law in a sim ilar case inv o lv ing 
the city o f Kank ak ee. 


The co u rt ru led that the pledg e 
o f inco me fro m ex isting park ing 
m eters did no t nu llify the o rdi­ 
nance. The o pinio n also said there 
was no merit to arg u m ents that 
the city su rrendered its rig ht o f 
po lice co ntro l o v er street traffic 
u ntil the bo nds were paid. 


“ Co nsidering the Ro ck Island o r­ 
dinance in its

park ing act," the co urt said,

only is the actual parking of an 
auto Important, hut choosing the 
spot where the v ehicle Is to he 
parked is also v ery Important.

rev iew of that part of the law (Sec­ 
tion 9 0. Uniform Act Regulating 
Traffic) stating where v ehicles must 
not be parked may aid many of 
us from v iolating it. 
Th* law states that a v ehicle may 
not be parked, ex cept when neces­ 
sary to av oid conflict jniih other 
traffic or In compliance with the 
directions of a police officer or traf­ 
fic control dev ice in any of the 
following places:

Fo r it may create the illusio n that a tho ro ugh jo b has been

Lo bby ing is a legitimate activity reco gnized by law. In­ 
dividuals and o rganizatio ns have a perfect right to present 
their po int o f view in the halls o f Co ngress and elsewhere 
in the co uncils o f go vernment. 
But, o n the o ther side, the peo ple have a right to kno w 
the nature and ex tent o f this activity , and who is invo lved. 
Present laws give them inadequate pro tectio n o n this sco re. 
Lawmakers, whether at the lo cal, state o r natio nal level, 
are the representatives o f all the peo ple. It is no t right that 
laws sho uld be drafted and ado pted as result o f lo bby ing in­ 
fluences partly o r who lly unkno wn to the public.

This do es no t mean that after 
that age we are “ thro ugh,” but it 
do es mean a change in the kind o f 
pro blem faced by the o lder perso n 
as well as fo r his o r her family . 
Wo men in genet a1 have a c o nsid­ 
erably greater ho ld o n life than 
men do . Theie are a lo t mo re liv­ 
ing o ld ladies than there are o ld 
men. 


IN OTHER RESPECTS, ho wever, 
wo men in their o lder y ears are no t 
so fo rtunate. A high pro po rtio n o f I 
wo men 8 5 y ears o ld o r o ver suffer ' 
fro m the effects o f a decline o f J 
functio n in the inner ear and the 
co nnectio ns o f this o rgan with the 
brain. Nearly thiee o ut o f fo ur- 
wo men o f this age o r o ver suffer i 
fro m dizziness, a liability to turn- : 
hie, and even mo te fro m difficulty 
in getting aro und in the dark, A 
high pro po rtio n — nearly TO o ut o f 
a hundred 
are hard o f hearing. 
THESE AKE NOT happy quali­ 
ties and the co mbinatio n o f dizzi­ 
ness and difficulty in getting abo ut 
in the dark eno rmo usly increase 
the danger o f bro ken bo nes to eld­ 
erly wo men. 
Men who live to this age suffer 
in a similar way but there is so me 
questio n as to whether the men 
who survive so lo ng are as liable 
to serio us ear difficulties as the 
wo men 
Understanding and sy mpathy fo r 
elderly peo ple sho uld be a reflec­ 
tio n o f o ur civilizatio n. Neverthe­ 
less it must be reco gnized that 
gro wing o ld with all o f the phy si­ 
cal disabilities which may develo p 
pro duces a strain o n the y o unger 
membfi* o f so ciety who are re­ 
spo nsible fo r care o f the elderly . 
ONE REPORT tells o f daughters 
who have taken rare o f their par­ 
ents fo r mo nths witho ut even being 
able to get to the mo vies o r fo r 
y ears witho ut being able to shed 
the care fo r ever a day . Certainly 
y o unger peo ple who bear such bur­ 
dens deserve a better life 
Mo re and mo re vigo ro us adults

tio ns capable o f caring co mfo rtably 
and

have prepared a list o f questio ns 
which seem to bear directly o n the 
questio n o f o ne-way o r two -way 
streets. I prefer to remain ano ny ­ 
mo us because o f my co mparative­ 
ly sho rt residence in Dix o n. I came 
here fro m a o ne-way street city in 
July 1955. after living there fro m

streets fro m their beginning until 
the present. 
Briefly , 
my o bservatio n sho ws 
that streets wide eno ugh fo r three 
cars abreast and a mile o r mo re 
lo ng do sho rten co ngested perio ds 
when

ho me. On busy sho pping Saturday s 
o ne-way streets simply make mo re 
peo ple travel mo re blo cks and turn 
mo re co rners and actually increase 
co ngestio n. That is a simple mathe­ 
matical fact. Fo r seven y ears I 
dro ve fro m five to seven miles 
twice per day five and so me times 
six day s a week. 
Mo st o f the letters praising o r 
co ndemning o ne-way streets seem 
to be emo tio nal rather than lo gical.

Farm Ex perts Surprised bv 
Hike iii Cattle Numbers

Cattle numbers crept up one per 
cent during the past y ear. The in­ 
crease. though small, cam e as a 
surprise, since farm statisticians 
had thought that the large slaugh­ 
ter in 19 55 had checked the climb 
in numbers that began back in 
19 .50. With cattle numbers al an­ 
other new high, we 
can ex pect 
beef production in 19 56 to equal or 
ex ceed the record output of 19 55.

This number is almost a million 
m ote than the rev ised estimate of 
9 6,59 2,000 head on farm s a y ear 
earlier.

y ear ago by ov er a million head.! 
Cattle 
numbers in 
the 
United 
States tend to run in wav es or 
cy cles. 
Farm ers 
build 
up their 
herds for 5 to IO y ears and then 
sell off. 
Beef production is low 
during the build-up y ears; then it 
increases sharply when 
farmers 
increase their sajes of cattle, 
Started in 19 19 
The present build-up of cattle 
numbers began in 19 49 . At the be­ 
ginning of that y ear, farmers and 
ranchers had only 7 6,8 30,000 cattle 
and calv es. During the sev en y ears 
since then, farm ers ha v e increased 
their herds by 21 million head, or 
27 per cent. 
Output of beef and v eal shrank 
to 9 9 billion pounds in 19 51. In the 
four y ears to 19 55, it increased to 
15.3 billion pounds, or 54 per cent. 
While our beef supply jumped 54 
per cent in four y ears, the popula­ 
tion crept up only 7 per cent. The 
supply of beef and v eal was only 
62 pounds per person in 19 51, but 
it w as up to 9 1 pounds in 19 55. 
The small supply of beef in 1051 
cam e at the time of the inflation 
that w as associated with the Ko­ 
rean War. Beef cattle sold for $30 
to $40 a hundred pounds and ev en 
higher. 
Big Ju mp it) 19 53 
The 
big 
jump in 
beef 
output 
cam e in 19 53. Cattle prices hit the 
skids as marketings climbed 20, 
25 and 30 per cent ov er y ear-be- 
fore lev els. The y ear 19 54 w as a 
good one for cattle feeders, and 
the fav orable prices continued into 
early 19 55. Then further increases 
in beef supplies, plus more com ­ 
petition from pork, eggs and poul­ 
try , set cattle prices on a down­ 
ward trend. 
The general cattle situation is 
much the sam e as it w as a y ear 
ago. Numbers of cattle on farms 
and in feedlots are just about the 
sam e, in proportion to population, 
as they were a y ear ago. 
So far this y ear farm ers hav e 
marketed cattle faster than they 
did in the sam e weeks of last y ear. 
During the first six weeks of 19 56, 
output of beef was IO per cent 


larger than it had been one y ear 
otiv jre, 
Hie more rapid 
rate of 
marketing this y ear is in line with 
the report of cattle on feed J an. I. 
That report showed that farmers 
had two per cent more tattle in 
feedlots than one y ear before, the 
cattle were heav ier and farmers 
intended to market them earlier 
than last y ear. Large market sup­ 
plies, plus restricted demand dur­ 
ing Lent. seem likely to postpone 
price adv ances until after Easter.

And the purity guarantee is im ­ 
portant, too, because the one per 
cent of impure matter m ay be all 
Canada thistle if y ou do not buy 
from a reputable seller. Find out 
what impurities are in the seed 
y ou buy , and be sure that less 
than one per cent is guaranteed.

Perfo rma nce 
Test Aid in 
Culling Beef 


DIXON SPRINGS - 
Results of 
tests at the Dix on Springs Ex peri­ 
ment Station of the Univ ersity of 
Illinois show the v alue of selecting 
beef cattle on the basis of their 
doing ability . 
R. J . Webb, station superinten­ 
dent, 
reports that rate and effi­ 
ciency of gain, weaning weights, 
ty pe and condition scores are the 
important factors being measured 
in the breeding program. 


Rate of gain fortunately is high­ 
ly inherited, 
Webb say s, 
and 
is 
easily measured by regular w eigh­ 
ing. Efficiency of gain is directly 
tied in with late so that selecting 
the fast gainers also picks out the 
efficient doers 


Weaning weight of the calf is an 
important 
measurement 
of 
the 
mothering ability of the cow. 
It 
also lefleets the ability of the bull 
to trans m it growth. If 
measured by a scale 
Ty pe and 
condition scores are a measure of 
production quality and are aids in 
keeping selection on an ev en keel. 


You can 
how to apply this 
data in y our bleeding program by 
the way y earling heifers are select­ 
ed on the station to keep in the 
herd for replacement cows. 
From a group of 119 y earling 
heifers av ailable there 
last 
fall, 
about 60 were needed to replace 
c o y s culled from the herd. Wean­ 
ing weights, fall weights and ty pe 
.and condition scores were kept on 
! each heifer. It was easy to figure 
| gain from wearning to y earling and 
quality of each heifer. 
Since about half of the heifers 
were to 
be 
kept, 
those 
gaining 
abov e the av erage joined the held 
and those below the av erage were 
fed out. One heifer that had gained 
abov e the av erage was culled be­ 
cause of a poor score, leav ing 58 
Heifers in the "keeper” group and 
61 in the culls. 
A sum m ary on these two groups 
shows that the "keeper'' heifers 
weighed only 15 pounds more on 
the av erage at weaning than the 
cull group. But they scored *j» of 
a point higher in ty pe and condi­ 
tion and weighed 8 7 pounds more 
on the av erage as y earlings. 
A listing of the bulls that sired 
these heifers shows that certain 
bulls hav e most of their daughters 
in the keeper group, while those 
of certain other bulls wind up in 
the cull group. 
Since rate of gain is inherited, 
Webb can ex pect the keeper group 
to produce a faster gaining set of 
calv es than would the cull group 
if they w ere kept. Knowing the 
sires of these heifers also helps 
him to pick the bulls to sell and 
the bulls to keep.

ELECTRIC FEN C ES 


Our Illinois fence law w as last 
amended in 19 17 . Since then elec­ 
tric fences hav e gained acceptance 
by farmers, and they are asking 
whether an electric fence is a legal 
fence. Following is one answer that 
y ou can get from the Illinois fence 
law. 
The law requires a legal fence 
to be 4 ’ 
2 feet high, in good repair 
and 
constructed of 
rails,

boards, stone, hedge, barbwire or 
wov en wire sufficient to turn cattle,

stock. An electric fence would seem 
to come within this requirement if
